i'" l.'m k; ; dip it iulo cold coffee, and 
spdiigo woU the material all over oliko; 
then fold np each piece or breadth 
nice uud even luid let it remain tor three 
or four hour.'^. Ii'ou on tho wrong side, 
and the o!(i, dusty, shabby dress will 
look just as fresh ^and bright as new. 
I have tried this recipe on black silk, 
poraintai;^ lusters itrid merinos, and con- 
sider it the best I have used. It neither 
streaks, deadens the glosa, nor rots the 
mat+irials. 

A Ddrable WuiTF.WAsn. — .\ coiTe- 
spondent of the .Scientifh American 
gives tho followiug diri'ctious for a good 
whitewash : For one band of color 
wash — Half a bushel white lime, three 
pecks hydraulic eemeut, ten pounds 
umber, ten pounds ochre, one pound 
Venetian red, quarter pound lampblack. 
Slake the lime ; cut the lampblack with 
vinegar ; mix well together ; ndd tho 
cement and fill the barrel with water. 
Lot it stand twelve hours before using, 
and stir frequently while ijutting it on. 
This is not white, but of a light stono 
color, without the uuplouBant glare of 
white. Tho color maybe changed by 
adding more or less of tho colors named, 
or other colors. This wash covers weU, 
needing only one coat, and is superior 
to anyUiing known, excepting oil point 
li^lidyi^ Imopi a rough-board ^- bom 
•washed with this to look well for five 
years, and even longer, without renew- 
ing. The cement hardens, but on a 
rough surface will not scale.

Yet this 
goes on through seconds, minutes, hourn, 
days, weeks, and ceases only with tliu 
health of tho poor flower potals, Wliero, 
then, in these petals, the.".n thin, unsub- 
stantial creaoi-ihikoa, may wo look to 
flind stored' ui> nil these inexhaustible 
' ' Bupphes|? Wiere, indeed? and if they 
aro not stored up, but nowly created ns 
given forth, is not tlint oven more won- 
derful? Would that any one could 
show U8 the naturo and modes of opera- 
tion of such miraculous chemistry."

KOOTEnIt REPEESEN'fATrOX. 

There is no reason to doubt that the 
government have in contemplation a 
scheme for the restoration to Kootc- 
aay of its two members in the local 

■.•^fiouBe. Since tlie dose oi last session 
there have appeared from time to time 
glowing articles in the government 

I origans depicting the resources and 
prospects of Kootenay distri/t. These 
have been manufactured for tho pur- 
pose of preparing the popular mind for 
another change in the constitution. 
Latterly, tho declared intention of tho 
syndicate to select a southern i)ass for 
the Oanada Pacific railway has made 
the conspirators more energetic in 
sounding the praises of Kootouay and 
in predicting that that district is des- 
tined soon to have a large increase in 
its population and to become one of 
tho most prosperous sections on the 
Mainland, Stress is laid on tho state- 
ment that a large number of railway 
laborers will shortly bo employed in 
the vicinity of Kootenay. Drowning 
men catch &% atraws. The hope of re 
storing the Kootenay representation is 
even less tangible than a straw — it is a 
bubble. The railway is not to come 
through Kootenay at all. Either 
Kicking Horse or Bow Piiver Pass 
will bo adopted and the lino 
where it will enter British Co- 
lumbia will strike i'ale Dislrict. It 
will be that district and not Kootenay 
which will bo benefitted by tho change 
of line. All but the upper part of 
Kootenay is outsido the railway belt. 
For all purposes, c.MCopt that of keej)- 
ing a distrusted government in power, 
the district is not British Columbian at 
all. Its trade is almost entirely with 
the Americans. The largo sums that 
! are expended every year in that dis- 
trict reach tho hands of men who send 
them across tho line to purchase foreign 
goods. Fifteen voters at Kootenay re- 
turn two members to parliament who 
draw nearly §3000 per annum from tho 
' treasury in mileage and sessional al- 
lowance. Eight hundred voters of 
New Westminster district have only 
the same representation. Kootenay 
is a pocket borough and a rotten one, 
too. In place of two representatives it 
shonld not have one. Its proper dos- 
' liny is to be absorbed by Yale. 

"BLOJr FOK BLOW. " 

The article in this journal with tho 
above heading has raised a fear in the 
mind of the Guardian that the threat 
which it conveyed was meant for him 
and that a catalogue of bis political- 
and other offences was about to make 
its appearance. Wo assare our con 
temporary that ho flatters himself. The 
article had no reference to him or his 
habits. It was the "big fish," not tho 
"small fry" of the government party to 
which allusion was made, and for this 
reason: if it wore not for the encour-

We do not hesitate to say that the lan- 
guage used by some of the government 
organs in the past has been heartless, 
ruffianly and blackguardly. The Guar- 

. dAan writer has himself been, exposed 
to a shocking personal attack. Has he 
forgotten the beastly language of a 
highly personal communication affect- 
ing his own honor that appeared some 
years ago in a government organ in 
this city ? The Colonist has been en- 
gaged in many personal encounters, 
it is true ; but none has been of its 

1 seeking. All have been forced upon it. 
Prom the tone of his article we gather 
that the Gvardian is spoiling for a fight 
with The Colonist. For the reason that 
the man did not wish to handle picth 
we are not particularly anxious for a 
bontj but if our contemporary desires 
it he has only to supply the cants belii, 
and his wish will bo gratified. 

P,-^ • A SOUTHERN PASS. 

Elsewhere will be found an interest- 
ing article from the Toronto Globe on 
tho subject of a southern railway pass 
for the Canada Pacific railway. The 

proposed route starts from Kamloops 
whence it branches ofl' easterly through 
tho mountains to the south of Tliom])- I 
son mountain by Eaglo Pass, through 
tho Selkirk region, and out at Bow 
river,. By adopting the Kicking Horse 
Pass in preference to the Yellowhead 
Pass, the distance on the prairie sec- 
tion between "Winnipeg and Port 
Moody is shortened by 130 miles, 
though it may present greater 
engineering difficulties. Tho maxi- 
mum grade encountered is about 80 
feet to the mile and tho highest sum- 
mit is 5,500 feet above tho level of 
the sea, the highest summit in tho Yel- 
lowhead Pass being 3,720 foot above 
the level of the sea. On tho western 
side of tho Selkirk Range two s'lort 
• -tuBnels aro required, and the only 
serious ■ bridging will be tho two 
branches of tho Columbia river. 
The distance from Port Moody to Bow 
River is about 550 miles, being in con- 
trast with the mountain region travers- 
ed by the Union Pacific of 1,600 miles. 
Tho valleys aro full of beautiful timber, 
the Douglas fir predominating, which 
will all bo useful in building tho road and 
valuable aa marketable lumber. By this 
pass tho Canadian Pacific will bo shorter 
by some 600_ miles from ocean to ocean 
than tho Union Pacific or tho Northern 
Pacific.

R. Wt.t- 
son, druggist, arose from his slumbers 
very early and went down stairs to the 
shop, which is located on the -grpund 
flat of his residence. Betweerf-seven 
and eight o'clock, when tho boy camo 
to open up tho shop and light tho fires, 
the body of his employer was found 
lying in the doorway. Watson had 
taken poison. He was for many years 
High Sheriff of Queen's County, and 
was one of tho oldest and most highly 
respected citizens of Charlottetown. 

AIoNTRiiAi,, Jan. 16. — Mayor Beau- 
dry is to be run this j'onr as the candi- 
date of tho butcher.s, and the latter 
having asked him to convene a public 
nioeting of indignation to-day (Sunday) 
ho did so. Tho object is to censure 
the Aldermen for having censured the 
Mayor. 

Montreal merchants engaged in the 
tea anil colToo trade met yesterday, and 
appointed a deputation to visit Ottawa 
and present to the government a peti- 
tion asking that the duties on the arti- 
cles named . be immediately abolished 
by Order in Council. They also ask 
tho government to refund, or to give a 
drawback, on all duties paid on teas 
and coffees in lots of not less than five 
packages. The principal reason for 
presenting the petition is tho paralyza- 
tion of trade at the present time, in 
view of tho expected removal of the 
duties. 

St. Jou.v, N. B., Jan. 1 4.— Tho citi- 
zens of Fredericton have determined to 
hold a ball on the occasion of tho open- 
ing of the legislature about Feb. 17th, 
when tho now parliament building will 
bo occupied for the first time. 

Pi;tkuboko, Jan. 15. — Duggan, the 
Petorboro crank who assaulted Dr. 
Kincaid, Jt. P. P., was yesterday sen- 
tenced to eighteen months' imprison 
ment in the Central Prison. Ho de- 
nied that he intended to do any liarm 
when ho committed the assault. 

CnARLOTTETOWS, Jan. 14. — A meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the suspend- 
ed bank of Prince Edward Island was 
held yesterday. A loss of §216,000 
caused by the defalcations and incom- 
petency of tho cashier has to be made 
up. There is said to bo a prospeat of 
the bank being re-estAblisbed in a short 
time. 

Ottawa, Jan. 15. — Mr. T. D. Har- 
rington, late deputy receiver-general 
of the Dominion, died at Prescott yes- 
terday of heart disease. 

One after another of the pioneers of 
Canada and tbp,vetor>uia of. 1S12 is 
pausing away. 'Mr. Jonas Cannifr,wlio 
died at tho residencn of bis son, Dr. 
Canniff, yesterday morning, had just 
passed his 92nd year. He was born in 
Duchess county, N. Y., and camo into 
the wilderness of Upper Canada when 
four years of age with his father, whose 
attachment to the British flag led him to 
undertake the long and tedious journey. 
Toronto Mail. 

Port Colborne, Jan. 15. — A fire 
started on Saturd.ay night about 9:30 
in, it is supposed, Thuretson's drug 
stores Hopkin's and Carter's brick 
blocks were totally destroyed. Hop- 
kins' loss will be about §7,000 and 
Carter's about $10,000. Both blocks 
and contents were destroyed. Tho 
total loss will be about §60,000. A 
high wind prevailing, the firo spread 
with great rapidity. The origin of tho 
lire does not yet appear. Tho Welland 
Fire Brigade responded nobly to tho 
call for help, but having to come eight 
miles by rail, and being delayed in get- 
ting steam on the locomotive, tho work 
of destruction was done before their 
arrival, but they did service after their 
arrival. One of the Welland firemen 
named Wm. Burton was killed by a 
falling wall. 

Kingston, Jan. 13. — About five 
o'clock an alarm of fire was sounded 
from box 13. The fire was found to 
be raging in the Kingston knitting 
mill on King street west. The firo 
»|)read with rapidity and not a few of 
the sixty workpeople had narrow es- 
capes. As soon as the alarm sounded 
the whole mass of employds rushed 
for the doors. They had to pass through 
the room in which the fire was raging. 
A girl named Colpack states that she 
was the last of the twenty girli, to get 
out. When tho alarm sounded they 
rushed for the stairway. They were 
all on the second flat and made their 
way through the smothoring smoke to 
the door all escaping safely. Somo lost 
their clothing while others succeeded 
in saving a portion of it. When the 
firo brigade arrived it was seen to be 
useless to attempt to save the burning 
building, which was a vast tinder box, 
and they turned their attention to the 
tenement houses opposite. The firo 
was so intense that tho barricade of 
doors, shutters, kc, used by the fire- 
men to stand the heat, were on firo 
many times. Heroic work was done, 
but it was unavailing, for as the mill 
sank to the ground it sent up such a 
shower of sparks and huge pieces of 
timber that the tenement houses were 
soon in flames, which, however, were 
prevented from spreading further. The 
entire loss will be about $10,000, dis- 
tributed as follows: — Loss on knitting 
mill, $30,000 ; Doran's tenements, $7, 
OOOj Mrs, Willis' stone residence, $3, 
000.

tral railroad company, and the officers 
and.mBnag<)rs,of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River railroad, by 
criminal means and culpable negligence 
in tho performance of their several du- 
ties connected with said accident. 

Sr.. LoriH, Jan. 21. — Robert Bailoy, 
teacher of a ,public school near the 
the town of Bed bud, Monroe county, 
111., was killed yesterday 'afternoon by 
one of his pupils named Emmet SIc- 
Bride.

G. Billifi^^ deposed 'that prisoner slept 
at the^Twin Oak Farm during tho abaenco 
oJ Foi, an(l that he had opportunity of 
gaining accqsslto .rooms ;and dpwcrs; 
never iiotiqoaw tb'o^ fliig pria.ono.r,'^ 
hand. 

To the prisoner — Did' ViYofe ^notice 
you going into any of tlio private 

rooms. 

jStjeral- other (lU9Stiqna: wero, aaked by^ 
tho prifioiici! bup nbthing material was: 
elicited. 

Another witness stated tliat on one oc- 
casion ho saw the ring on prisoner's fing- 
er and asked to examine it; lie v.-ould not 
admit of it as thore wero initials on it 
that might bo recognized; ho said ho got 
it from a person who attended tho North 
Star dancing club; subsequently prisoner 
showed him tho ring and asked if ho knew 
the initials. 

Tlio prisoner put a number of questions 
to this witness but the answers had little 
bearing on tho charge. 

Prisoner recalled tho prosecutor and 
asked several questions that had been 
already answered; witness had not ob- 
served tho ring on prisoner's fingor. 

Prisoner stated that ho wont to work 
for Fox's partner and romained at work 
till after Fox'.s return. He continued 
at aonio length and said' finally that he 
lent Flattery a pair of ahoea and got the 
ring in (jueatiou as aocurity for the 
shoes. 

His Worship remarked that in sum- 
mary couviotiona under tho 32, 33 Vict, 
c. 31, a m.agistrato luis power to amend 
an information, but not to tho extent of 
altering tho charge, and under tho 25 
section of this a. an information must bo 
for one oflenco only. He then referred 
to tho indictments that would bo made 
at the higher court if the case had gone 
before it. Thoro then would have boon 
a count charging the prisoner with receiv- 
ing tho ring knowing it to have been 
stolen. Ill this case there waa no evi- 
dence to show that the prisoner had 
stolon tho ring and as ho could only try 
him on that charge he had no alternative 
btU to dismiss it as there was not evidence 
enough to convict. The law should bo 
altered in somo respects so aa to give tho 
Police Magistrate jurisdiotioa, 

Supt. Connor remarked that tho pri- 
soner know vory well that Flattery was 
beyond tho juriadicti<m of tho court and 
therefore that bis atatomont could not bo 
rebutted. 

His Worship stated that the police had 
done idl they possibly could in the mat- 
ter and that thoy hud aliown much ac- 
tivity and vigilance in getting up tho 
case. They deserved great credit for 
what thoy had done. 

Tho prisoner was then discharged and 
at once re-arrested on a charge of obtain- 
ing a

about tho 15th inst. from John H. Mel- 
drum lit tho Avenue Saloon. 

Tho prosecutor on being sworn stated 
that tlio priaonor cnmo to his saloon for a 
bottle of liijuor and said that Billings had 
told him to call and get it as he went 
along; had not yet received pay for it. 

I'riaoner cro.sa-examined the witness at 
Considerable length. 

George Billings, sworn — Did not au- 
thorize the prisoner to get a bottlo nf 
whiskey from Mr. Mcldrum since ho left 
tho employ of l^fr. Fox; had not ^ot a 
bottle from him, nor had ho told prison- 
er to get a bottle in his n.nim. 

Among many queationa put by the pri- 
soner tho witness aaid that he never ask- 
ed liini to go for whiskey on hia account. 
Several other interrogations wero all an- 
swered in the negative. 

Prisoner in the courae of the croaa-ex- 
amination acknowledged that ho went to 
Moldrums to get the bottle, and that Bil- 
lings waa so drunk in town when he aent 
him that ho could scarcely see. . 

Charles Fox deposed to the fact that on 
the Sunday in question when the whisky 
was obtained Billings waa not in town ali 
all nor was ho under the influence of li- 

quiir. 

J. n. MeUlruni recalled and atated that 
ho gavo prisoner tho whiskey on the cre- 
dit of G. Billings. 

Pri.soner acknowledged getting the bot- 
tlo, but assorted that Hillings requcatod 
hiui to go for it. When ho got it ho told 
Meldrum that if Billings did not pay for 
it ho (the prisoner) would as soon aa ho 
could all'ord to do so. 
Supt. O'Connor. said that iiriaoncrliadbcen 
in tho polico court on one occasion for 
lighting. Hia character was not good as 
ho had been suspected of stealing money 
and of committing other miadcmoanors. 

I'risoner assorted that ho had never 
been in tho police court before during the 
six years that ho had been on Vancouver 
Island. 

Hia AVorahip considered tho case fully 
pi'ovon and aentoncedhim to three montha' 
iriiprisonmcht^with hard labor.

CROSSIHG THE ROCKIES.! 

Comparative Merits pi" Mbun- 
tainPasses. 

THE KICKINC-HORSE PASS LIKELY TO 
BE CHOSEN. 

In oonaequenco of tho adoption by the 
Canada „ Pacific Railway Company of a 
mora southern route than that previously 
determined upon, tho abandonment of 
tho YoUowhead Pass, with the long i da- 
tojr from tho direct liao which 'would bo- 
necossitatcd by its use, ia considered ad- 
visable, and four parties wero ongigod 
last summer and fall in the exploration 
ofpthe passes loading from Uie Bow river. 
va;lley through tho Rookies to tho' valley 
of tho Columbia. Theao passes are' four 
in number, the most southorn being the 

KANAXASKIS iw^a, 
loading across tho mountains to near tho 
head of tho Columbia river, which thum ) 
flows northward along tho western bijso. 
of^tho mountains till in latitude 52" it 
bursts through tho Selkirk range and 
turns southward on' its course into 
American territory. North of tho Kan- 
unaskis, within udirectdistancoof 100 miles 
are the 1 

TmiKE OlUlKK I'ASSES, 

tho Vermillion^ the Kicking Horse and 
tho Howao Pftss, all commencing in the 
valley of tho Bow river, or' some of its 

tributaries, and debouching in the deep 
ravine of tlio Cclumbiii. Tho survey of 
Kananaski.s was under tho charge of 
Messrs. Hyndnian & Aylmer, while Mr. 
McMillan' took charge of tho Vermillion, 
Mr. Lett of tho Kicking Horso and Mr. 
Charles Sproat of Howao Pass. Mr. 
Sproat who haa just returned from tho 
survey, has boon culled upon and gives 
several particulars regarding the jiaasoa, 
which will bo of interest to the public. 

THE IIOWSl', AND KICKINi: lIOUSK I'.l.SSES. 

Ho traversed carefully tho HowsoPass, 
which is about 100 miloa in length and 
has two summits, ono on the cast, known 
aa tho Bow rivor summit, and tho olhor 
nt tho beginning of the weato,rii doaeeut, 
known as tho Uowso summit. Tho pass 
is quite practicable, and presents no vory 
great engineering diflieiiltioa, although tho 
mountains surrounding itaro high, Mount 
Murchison towering to a height of 12,- 
C30 foot. At tho wostorn foot of tho pass 
tho Columbia rivor is about a mile and a 
half in width. Mr. Sproat also ascended 
tho Kicking Horso paas to tho summit. 
Ho saw nothing of tiio Vermillion and 
Kananaakis, but owing to their steepnosa 
and tho distance to bo traversed down tho 
Columbia before a wostorn direction 
can bo taken for Kauiloops thoy are 
considered inferii>r to tho Uowso Pass and 
tho Kicking Horso Pass. .The last-named 
is about sixty miles in length, but has, on 
its western slope, heavior gradionta than 
tho Howso Paaa liaa anywhoro, and runs 
through canyona, whilu tho latter takes 
an easier course through valleys. Tho 
approach from,^l!ow Itivor i,s compiira- 
tivoly o.asy. It is thought that tho wost- 
orn slope can be descended without cx- 
cooding a grado of o.io in fifty. The chief 
oonaidoration in favor of Kicking Horso 
as against tho Howae Pass is that its 
length from a common starting point in 
tho Bow River valley ia about sixty milos 
losa than that of tho Howae. Both passes 
emerge into the Columbia ravine, at with- 
in a abort distance of each other. 

CEOSSnfQ TUB SELKIRK RAKai:. 

It was at ono timo supposed that tho 
only way of getting through the Selkirk 
rango waa to follow tho canyon of tho 
Columbia round tho Groat Bond. Major 
Rcdgers, who had tho auporintondonco of 
tho whole survey in tho Rookiop, and 
travoTsod tho route from the Pacific to 
tho scene of his duties, claims to have 
discovered a very practicable crossing 
over tho Selkirk plateau by following tho 
ravines of two crooks, ono tlowing easter- 
ly iiito till! Columbia, and tho other west- 
erly into the same rivor. This pass 
through the Selkirk rango atarta within 
ieu miles from tho western termini of 
tho Howae and tho Kicking Horse Passes, 
and about midway between them. It is 
in almost a direct lino with tho Kicking 
Horso Pass, and the proposed route by 
the South Branch of the Thompson to 
Kamloopa.
